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THE  UNKNOWN  HAYDN 

Musical  anniversaries  occur  thick  and  fast  this  year.  With  this  Folio  we  begin 
a  series  of  BBC  programs  produced  in  commemoration  of  the  150th  anniversary  of 
the  death  of  Franz  Josef  Haydn,  May  31,  1959.  Describing  the  series  the  eminent 
British  conductor  Harry  Newstone  writes  as  follows: 

It  is  never  difficult  to  make  up  programs  of  little-known  music  by  great  com- 
posers, but  in  the  works  of  Bach,  Mozart,  Beethoven  or  Schubert  little  remains  to 
surprise  us.  With  Haydn,  however,  it  is  different;  the  more  we  come  to  know  of  his 
vast  output  the  more  impressive  does  it  appear,  for  so  much  of  his  recently  discovered 
music  is  of  the  finest  quality.  Not  all  the  music  in  THE  UNKNOWN  HAYDN  is  en- 
tirely new  to  us;  but  while  some  of  it  has  been  played  occasionally  in  modern  times, 
much  has  not  been  performed  at  all  since  Haydn's  day.  Most  of  it  is  played  from 
manuscript  parts  which  have  been  copied  from  originals  in  libraries  and  archives 
throughout  Europe  and  America — the  Esterhazy  Archives  in  Eisenstadt  and  Budapest, 
the  Austrian  National  Library,  the  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington,  monasteries, 
^churches  and  private  collections. 

The  five  programmes  in  this  series  represent  music  covering  a  period  from  1768 
to  1799,  that  is,  from  Haydn's  so-called  'storm  and  stress'  period  to  his  late  maturity. 
What  is  astonishing  is  not  only  the  quality  and  variety  of  this  music,  but  also  the  evolu- 
tion of  style  that  can  be  traced  through  the  years.  The  first  concert  contains  excerpts 
from  //  Mondo  della  Luna  (Haydn's  most  successful  comic  opera)  and  ends  with  the 
last  act  of  the  tragic  opera  UAnima  del  Filosofo. 

Two  items  in  the  second  programme,  a  Concerto  and  a  Notturno,  are  from  music 
he  was  commissioned  to  write  for  the  King  of  Naples,  who  stipulated  that  it  should 
include  prominent  parts  for  the  lyra  organizzata,  a  kind  of  hurdy-gurdy  (a  more  elab- 
orate version  of  the  instrument  played  in  the  streets  of  Naples)  which  the  king  was  very 
fond  of  and  played  extremely  well  himself.  Haydn  sent  the  originals  to  the  king,  but 
kept  copies  and  arranged  the  lyra  parts  for  flute  and  oboe,  in  which  form  they  were 
performed  at  Esterhazy  Castle  and  in  London:  it  is  this  version  listeners  will  hear. 

The  third  concert  consists  of  the  Symphony  No.  65  (an  earlier  work  than  its 
number  suggests)  and  the  great  Applausus  Cantata.  Although  the  autograph  of  this 
Cantata  has  been  in  the  archives  of  the  Gesellschaft  der  Musikfreunde  in  Vienna  for 
over  a  century,  it  has  not  been  performed  since  1768.  Haydn  himself  was  not  present 
at  the  rehearsals  or  the  performance,  but  a  letter  of  his  containing  detailed  instructions 
for  the  players  throws  much  light  on  musical  practice  in  his  time. 

Another  fine  symphony,  No.  63,  La  Roxelane,  can  be  heard  in  the  fifth  programme 
in  its  original  and  best  version,  but  most  of  this  broadcast  is  choral,  consisting  of  the

Storm  chorus  (Haydn's  first  setting  of  English  words),  and  the  magnificent  Te  Deum 
of  1799.  His  last  six  great  masses  were  composed  between  1796  and  1802,  and  midway 
among  them  comes  this  Te  Deum,  fusing  the  elements  of  jubilation  and  devotion  as 
only  Haydn  could.  In  the  same  period  he  also  composed,  as  well  as  the  last  of  his  string 
quartets,  a  number  of  fine  piano  trios,  which  are  probably  the  most  neglected  of  his 
instrumental  forms:  two  of  them  are  in  the  fourth  programme. 

In  all  these  performances  an  attempt  is  made  to  play  the  music  in  authentic 
eighteenth-century  style.  Above  all,  the  idea  behind  the  series  is  a  concern  with  the 
living  music  rather  than  with  its  unfamiliarity.  Robbins  Landon's  aim  is  'to  give  a 
representative  selection  not  only  of  the  unknown  Haydn,  but  of  the  great  unknown 
Haydn.'
